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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the rejection of claim 1 over Shioda in view of Streicher 
(paragraph 3 of the Office Action dated 5/1 7/1 0), the rejection of claim 6 over Shioda in view of Streicher and Pedain (paragraph 4 of the 
Office Action dated 5/17/10), the rejection of claim 10 over Shioda in view of Yamada (paragraph 5 of the Office Action dated 5/17/10), the 
rejection of claim 1 1 over Shioda, Yamada and Pedian (paragraph 6 of the Office Action dated 5/1 7/1 0) as claims 1,6,10 and 1 1 are now 
cancelled . 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments and evidence are not 
persuasive. The Examiner has carefully reviewed the Declaration submitted July 22, 2010. Applicant has not provided the details of the 
experimental methods except for the pigment concentrations and the resulting properties in the Table. Additionally, the experiments use 
high concentrations of black pigment compared the amounts of yellow, red and blue pigment. In particular, the Examiner notes that the 
discoloration ratio after reducing cleaning increases as the amount of black pigment increases. The Examiner submits that the 
concentration of the black directly determines the discoloration ratio, therefore, it is not an unexpected result. Furthermore, it is unclear 
how the Applicant determined the particular concentration of pigments used in the experiments. For all these reasons, the Declaration and 
the associated arguments are not persuasive. 
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
